1 . Claims 46-49, 51-55, 57-59 and 80-8 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In interpreting the 
claims, in light of the specification and applicants' arguments, the invention as claimed is 
patentably distinct from the prior art of record. The applicants argued that the prior art of record, 
neither alone nor in combination teach the invention as claimed wherein the system and method 
for customizing form data "without requiring a custom form stored on said recipient computer . 
prior to said application of said control data values." See Claim 46 and Applicants' Remarks of 
February 11, 2005, page 7, lines 13-20. The applicants iterated that the present invention does 
"not require a necessary customized Form Control Procedure (FCP) or a custom form on the 
recipient computer in order to control the layout of and display a customized form." Id. "In 
contrast, Holt requires the presence of a customized FCP to implement the behavior of the 
custom form " See Remarks, page 8, lines 16-17. Holt invokes the FCP, loqated on the client 
device, to effect the customization of the forms.
